The litigation 'between the two commonwealths grew but of 
the creation of West Virginia, then a 'part of Virginia, into it sep- 
arate stato as an* incident of the civil war. Virginia claimed there 
were a debt created before the separation for which West Virginia 
was obligated to an equitable proportion and certain public assets 
absorbed hy the latter for which she should be compensated. ' This 
view was upheld by the supreme court. Since the rendering of the 
judgment West Virginia has been totally concerned as to how she 
could set it aside or avoid it, but Governor Hatfield is convinced the 
time for dallying with and evading it public obligation is altogether 
past and the legislature should earnestly and seriously take up the 
task of solving how it should be met. In plain, forceful language 
he has just addressed the body to that effect. Wo admire his posi- 
tion. It seems to us that a state, which would exert every artifice 
to escape payment of a debt established against it by the law, of 
which it is the incarnation, is not setting a wholesome example in 
licncsty and integrity to ils citizenry, and it is time for West Vir- 
ginia to quit her evasion and shuffling.
